To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Emiey  Urban 
District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  to  you  a Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year 
1925. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  3323  acres.  The  population  at 
the  census  of  1921  was  1(322  and  for  1925  was  estimated  at 
1733.  The  district  is  solely  coal-mining  and  agricultural. 
The  majority  of  the  female  workers,  however,  Avork  outside  the 
district. 

The  rateable  value  is  £10,836  and  a penny  rate  brings  in 

£45. 


The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  good,  only  six 
cases  of  Infectious  Disease  having  been  notified.  There  was  a 
slight  rise  in  the  Death  Rate  and  a fall  in  the  Birth  Rate. 

Births.  The  number  of  births  registered  Avas  23, 
including  1 illegitimate— 9 Acere  males  and  14  females. 

The  Birth  Rate  AA^as  13 ’2  per  1,000.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  Axas  18 '3. 

Deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district 
AA^as  11,  AAuth  3 registered  outside  the  district,  making  a total 
of  14,  six  males  and  eight  females.  Of  these  5 AA^ere  aged  over 
70  years.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Infectious  Disease. 
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The  Death  Rate  was  8'1  per  1,000,  the  general  Death 
Rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  12 ‘2.

Infantile  Death  Rate.  Tliere  was  only  1 death  of  Infants 
aged  under  one  year,  giving  an  Infantile  Deate  Rate  of  43 '5 
])er  1,000  registered  l^irtlis. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  any  disease  of  Tnberculons 
origin. 


Infectious  Diseases.  During  1925  the  district  was  fairly 
free  from  Infections  Diseases.  A slight  ontljreak  of  Measles 
occurred  in  Ockober  and  of  Mumps  in  October  and  Noveiidoer. 
Oidy  live  cases  of  notifiable  infections  disease  occurred, 
i.e  , 1 Scarlet  Fever,  2 Diphtheria,  1 Enteric  and  1 Erysi[)elas. 
One  case  eacli  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Di])htheria  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Cases  of  Infections  Disease  and  Small  Pox  are  removed  to 
the  Joint  Isolation  llos])ital  at  Kirbnrton,  the  dAvelling  houses 
being  disinfected  by  the  local  Inspector. 

There  is  no  local  provision  made  for  luimarried  mothers 
and  illegitimate  children. 

There  are  two  Elementary  Schools  in  the  district — an 
Infants’  School  under  the  local  School  Managers,  and  a Mixed 
De[)artment  under  the  Comity  Council.  The  sanitary  arrange- 
ments of  both  schools  'were  inspected  on  three  occasions  and 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  There  was  no  closure  of  the  schools 
on  account  of  Infections  Disease. 

There  are  two  registered  midwives  practising  in  the 
district,  and  no  cases  of  Puerperal  Sepsis  have  occurred. 

The  Emley  District  Nursing  Association  provides  for  the 
general  nursing  of  the  district,  the  nurse  being  also  a registered 
midwife.  The  nursing  work  is  carried  on  in  an  efficient 
manner  and  is  greatly  appreciated. 

The  number  of  nuisances  re])orted  was  small  and  all  of  a 
minor  character.  After  frepuent  inspections  both  by  myself 
and  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  most  of  the  defects  were  found 
to  be  due  to  the  large  proportion  of  old  houses. 
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Scavenging*. — The  scavenging  of  the  district  is  undertaken 
l\y  the  Cunncil,  and  in  spite  of  a few  complaints  of  overloading 
of  ash]}its,  is  fairly  satisfactorily  attended  to. 

Housing. — Private  bnilding  does  not  seem  to  be  any  more 
flourishing  than  last  year,  only  two  houses  having  been  built 
privately. 


As  to  the  Council’s  Housing  Scheme,  four  houses  were 
occupied,  and  the  other  four  will  be  ready  for  occupation  early 
in  1920.

Water  Supply. — The  public  water  supply  Avas  much 
more  satisfactory  in  regularity,  and  practically  all  the  district 
is  supplied. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  district,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  ]3art  of  Emle}^  Moor,  is  fairly  Avell-drained  and  seAvered. 
Filter  beds  and  tanks  are  established  at  Out  Lane  and 
Broomhall,  but  these  do  not  deal  with  the  seAvage  from  the 
lowmr  part  of  the  village.
